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In square dancing, it is common to have Couples Promenade Outside. Very 
seldom do you see Couples Promenade Inside. The following square dance routine 
flows very nicely and can be used for patter calling or as part of a singing call Opener/ 
Break/Closer. 


Heads/Sides Half Promenade inside ... Half Promenade Outside ... Sides/Heads 
Half Promenade Inside ... Half Promenade Outside. 


The combination of movements takes 32 steps. If the inactive couples will move 
into the center (counter dance) as the active couples pass behind them, it produces a 
very smooth motion that is pleasing to dance and very pretty to watch.
